HEARERS HEARTILY IN flGGORD

Need of New Labor Organization Declared
Urgent by a Battle Creek, Mich,, Man,

Who Favors Modified Unionism,

New Orleans, April' 15.' The first
day's session of the annual convention
of the Rational Association of Manu-

facturers ended without any definite
Indications as to whether the organiza-
tion will adopt as its own the policy
of aggressive hostility to union labor
methods outlined by President D. M.
Parry in his annual report.' Parry's at-

titude on the labor question was the
chief point of interest for the dele-
gates, and it. It is declared, was the
cause for the largest delegate repre-
sentation In the history of the asso-
ciation. When Tarry was introduced
at the morning session he received a
remarkable ovation, the COO delegates

' rising and cheering him vigorously and
repeatedly.

Parry's Reception the Feature.
At numerous times during the day

In resolutions and In speeches the
matter of trades unionism came to the
surface, but at no time was there any
test vote by which the attitude of the
convention was shown. The frequent
outbursts of applause, however,
showed intense feeling on the part of
the members of the association. The
feature of the day's reception was the
spirited reception given President Par
ry. The delegate first applauded with
rigorous handclapplng, and as the .en-

thusiasm 'grew men and women arose
or climbed on their chairs, cheering
lustily and waving hats and handker-
chiefs. Parry responded briefly and
then submitted his annual report, deal-
ing largely with labor conditions.

Pita ef the President's Report.
Parry's report was a denunciation

of organized labor from start to fin-

ish., He declared the trades unions
had Chicago by the throat and that
In that city they have reached a point
where they have become a menace to
all decent and law-abidin- g citizens.
"Shocking Industrial crimes are com-

mitted in that city in the name of or-

ganized labor, but such is the paralyzed
hand of the law that it is next to
impossible to bring about a conviction
of the misguided men who seek to
better their own condition by destroy-
ing the property and lives of others.

It is needless for Chicago
to deny it. The records of her own
courts, of her own daily papers, show
it. The suppressed yet indignant pro-
tests of her citizens have been and are
passed unheeded. The voice of pub-
lic conscience Is hushed from tenor-lzation-."

'
Says It Knows but One Law.

Further along he said: "Organized
labor knows but one law, and that is
the law of physical force the law of
the Huns and vandals, the law of the
savage. All its purposes are accom-
plished either by actual force or by
the threat of force. It does not place
its reliance in reason and Justice,' but
in strikes, boycotts and coercion. It Is,
in all essential features, a mob-powe- r,

knowing no master except its own
will, and is continually condemning or
defying the constituted authorities."

ties labor unions became a necessity
In order to cirb the selfishness and
injustice of some manufacturers, but
euch Tiolent and derperate exccrcca
have crept into operation of the labor
erJons that common safety demands
a new union eliminating -- the faults
cf the cid.

cure a general manager of high grade
and capable of earning a good-size- d

salary. Paid delegates should be sent
broadcast to the labor centers, there
to organize local unions, under the
employer and employ es union; .These
local organizations would draw to
themselves tne best workmen in the
land who are now forced too often
from, fear and by violence to give over
their liberty to the manipulation and
direction of noisy, turbulent men."

Numerous, resolutions were intro-
duced and referred to committee with-
out debate, among them being one in-
dorsing the organization of non-unio-n

workmen and pledging the association
to their support, and another pledging
the support and assistance of members
to 'any member under unlcn boycott.

HEW GIFT TO POPS LEO

Roosevelt Sends Heesacee of the Presi
dents of the United States, Crom

v 'Washington Down.
Baltimore, April 13. President

Roosevelt has sent to Cardinal Gib
bons, - who . has forwarded by special
messenger, to Pope Leo XIII a gift
to .be presented to the pope on the
celebration of his Jubilee. The gift
consists of ten handsomely bound vol
umes containing all the messages and
official documents of the presidents
of the United States, from Washington
to Roosevelt

The gift was entrusted by Cardinal
Gibbons to a clergyman who has sailed
from New 7ork for , Naples on the
steamship Ligurla. Autograph letters
from the president and Cardinal Gib
bons to the pope accompany the gift.

Chance for Another Bin Strike.
Chicago, April 15. On the' result of

a meeting to be held today depends
the question of a strike which may
involve 100,000 workmen on the great
lakes. An ultimatum on wages is to
be presented by the package freight
handlers at Chicago to the managers
of the lake lines and labor contractors
who supply men for dock work along
the Chicago liver. There Is 3 cents
an hour difference the men demand'
ing 33 and the employers offering 30.

Jnst Saved from Suicide.
Milwaukee, April 15. Mrs. Anna

Fiedler tried to commit suicide by
leaping from the seventh floor of the
city. hall to the rotunda, a drop of 110
feet. Her son, Edward Fielder, was
on trial for attempt to murder and the
woman feared that he would be con
vlcted. While waiting in the corridor
with friends she suddenly climbed the
railing and attempted to throw herself
over, but was caught in time. The son
was not convicted.

DEATH OP AUmm TAYLOR

One-Ti- me Representative in Congress from
Chicago, Dies at the Nation-

al Capital.

Washington, April 14. Ex-Rep- re

sentative Abner Taylor, of Chicago, Is
dead, aged 74 years. He had been
ill for several weeks with a complica-
tion of diseases. Taylor was a native
of Maine. Previous to his election to
congress he had been in active bus!
ness all his life as contractor! builder
and merchant.

He served, from the First district of
Illinois. In the Fifty-firs- t and Fifty-secon-d

congresses. At one time he was
reputed to be wealthy, but It is be--

lieved he lost a considerable part of
hü fortune. He had made thb city hh
home for several years.

Defect T7kj In & Gnn.
Washington, April 14. Admiral IHg--

gin son's report to the navy department
upon the fatal explosion on the Iowa
last Thursday shows that a defective
shell was not the cause. He cays:
"The Inner tube presents a fracture
but ca neue .cf the pieces, Into which
th3 muzzle of the gun broke up, are
the grooves indented cr scored as in
the case of a bursting shell. The gun,
I am Informed, had been fired 127
times previous to the discharge In
which the accident occurred."

"In summing up the whole matter
there Is one thing of which we can
be absolutely and unreservedly' cer-

tain. When we aid Tuskegee institute
and agencies like it," striving for the
mental and manual education of the
negro at the south, we are In every
point of view rendering him the best
possible service Whatever may be his
ultimate destiny, we are thus helping
to fit him for filling' his place and
bearing Its responsibilities."

The ex-presid- introduced Profes-
sor Washington to the audience, and
in doing so said: "I have to Intro-
duce to you a man too well known by
wvery man In the United States, a man
who has been spoken of too frequently
and too favorably for It to be neces-
sary for me to say more than here
is Booker T. Washington."

Hoar and Bryan Speak at the
Same Banquet Board in

His Memory.

ALL POLITICAL SE0TS CLAIM HIM

And All Defend Their Policies by
Citing His Words or His Acts,

Says Hoar.

Washington, April 14. Kon. W. J.
Bryan, Senator Hoar, and Governor
Montague (of Virginia) and

General Charles Emory Smith
(of Philadelphia) were the principal
speakers at a dinner given at the Ho
tel Barton under the auspices of the
Thomas Jefferson Memorial associa
tion, in celebration f the 100th an-

niversary of the birth of the author
of the Declaration of Independence.
About 140 guests were present. A
feature of the musical programme was
the rendition of a march by Leader
Santelman, of the 31arine band, en
titled the "Thomas Jefferson March."
II. B. F. MacFarland, president of the
District commissioners, presided and
Thomas Nelson Page acted as toast- -

master. The dinnefr was not of a
political character. , j

Was a Many-Side-d Man.
Senator Hoar responded to the toast

"The Author of the Declaration of In-

dependence In the course of his
speech he said: , "If we want a sure
proof of Thomas Jefferson's greatness
it will be found in pe fact that men
of every variety of political opinion,
however far asunder, find confirmation
of their doctrine in him. Every party
in this country today reckons Jeffer-
son as its patron saint. In my youth
the political abolitionists made appeals
to Jefferson the burden of their song.
In the late discussion which rent the
country, about the Philippine islands
one side quoted what Mr. Jefferson
said, In the Declaration of Independ
ence, and the other what they thought
he did in the acquisition of Louisiana.

All Political Sects Quote Dim.
"Every political sect finds Its political

doctrine In Jefferson, almost as every
religious sect finds its doctrines in the
sayings of the Savior of mankind. The
friend of state rights calls attention to
the fact that Jefferson spoke of the
government of the United States as the
"agency at Washington." Theabolition
ists quote the great declaration and
his famous utterance against slavery.
'I tremble for my 'country when I re
flect that God is Jnst'

Both Free Trad and' Protection.
"The supporter of ä protective tar

iff claims' him as the highest protec-
tionist in our history, appealing to his
desire that there might be a wall
around our country which should keep
out all foreign manufactures.' The
free trader maintains that the spirit
of everything he said and everything
he did teach the doctrine of un
limited freedom in all human conduct,
except so far as may IVj needful for
the restraint of. actual crime.".

STAND FOB KELIGIOCS LIBERTY

Bryan Dlseussses That Cntject and Smith
the Louisiana Vurechase.

Bryan, who was the last speaker
on the programme, addressed himself
to "The Statute for Religious Free-
dom." He concluded as follows: "To
Jefferson the doctrine of free speech
and freedom of opinion applied to ev-

erything, because he rightly under
stood that no censorship of opinion
could be permitted that would not be
more dangerous to truth than to error;
for those who are conscious of the
righteousness of their cause are not so
apt to Invoke force in defense of their
opinions as those who are conscious
of error, and who, recognizing their
Inability to defend their views by rea
son. fall back upon coercion. In the
preamble of the act of 1786 It is stated,
first, that the propagation of religion
by force la contrary to the plan of
God, the author of our religion. At
tentlon Is called to the fact that the
Almighty 'being Lord both of the body
and the mind, yet chose not to propa
gate It by coercions of either

"Jefferson recognized that the Chris-
tian religion rested upon love, and
that love Is tbe very antithesis of vio-

lence and the brute force. It Is well
to remember that the Declaration of
Independence itself rests upon the
same foundation .which supports our
religion, namely love, and those who
deny the doctrine of human brother
hood are not apt to respect the creed
of Inalienable light 3 and natural equall
ty embodied in the Declaration of In-
dependence and the constitution of the
Unite! States. Jefferson was the great
est statesman known to history."

Speaking to "The Louisiana Per
chase" General Charles
Emory Smith said in part: "It has often
been urged that In this great acquis!
tion Jefferson was inconslst
ent with r.ls principles and professions.
He was the leader of the strict con
structionists, and this act was outside
of the letter of the constitution. But
that charge of inconsistency could be
made against every great party, and
almost every conspicuous statesman in
our history. Jefferson did not violate
the constitution. Whatever may have
been said at the time we all know It
now."

Barbor Front at Buffalo, on Account of
the Strike of Firemen and

Oilers.
Buffalo, N. Y., April 14. Police are

stationed along Buffalo's harbor front
to prevent serious outbreaks on-th- e

part of the striking firemen and oilers
?nd their sympathizers. Two men
were assaulted in Colt street and a
riot was narrowly averted at the foot
of Erie street .

Firemen and oilers are being im
ported from the seaboard in large num
bers, and serious trouble may occur
when the boats carrying non-unio- n men
arrive from Chicago. An effort Is be
ing made to bring a settlement of the
strike, but the men and the Lake Car-
riers' association are so far apart in
their views that there is little hope of
success. The kidnapers Sunday night
did not get five men, the fifth fireman
having eluded them by hiding in the
bunkers.

FIVE MISERS ARE DEAD

Explosion In an Indian Territory Pit Puts
In Jeopard the Lives of Seven

ty-Fl- ve Men.
South McAlester, I. T., April 14.

Five men were killed and two severe-
ly burned by a gas explosion in mine
77, of the Kansas and Texas Coal
company, at Carbon, IT. The vic-

tims are the following: Dead Floyd
Oder, George Teek, Frank McMullin,
Jerry Kincaid and O. A. Fieldse. The
injured Robert McCrany and Ben
Hamilton.

The cause of the explosion is un-

known. Seventy-fiv- e men were in the
mine, but all escaped injury except
the seven who were working in the
chamber where the explosion occurred.
All of the dead miners except McMul-
lin had families.

BULGARIANS aKE BEAUTIES

Alleged Christians That Emulate the Worst
Charge Against the "Unspeak-

able Turk.
London, April 13. The Times cor

respondent at Constantinople, in a dis-

patch dated April 11, says the latest
Bulgarian achievement is the total de
struction of a small village of exclu
sively Musseulman population.

One hundred and sixty-fiv- e persons,
with the exception of a very few who
escaped by flight, were massacred. The
women were subjected to Indescribable
mutilation.

Duhme, of
Cincinnati, will also be in Lafayette
with their attorneys and will contest
the appointment of Fred S. Chase, who
was recently made guardian of his
son's property In Indiana.

Laryer Declines to Talk.

ther than to say that they were wait-
ing for the boy to appear in Lafayette.
It was said that the story that the
Duhmes had sailed from New York
for Paris, and had passed young
Chase on the Atlantic, is not true. The
Duhmes arö at their home in Cincin-
nati, and the local attorneys had a
conference with them last Sunday.

His Saaltjr the First Question.
